New Yor«, October 16.—It was 2 o'clock in the 
morning before the little knot of Governor Cleve- 
land's friends left the Executive mansion and gave 
him an opportunity to snatch a few hours’ sleep, 
The party had been sitting up receiving returns from 
Obio and West Virginia and the Governor could not 
retire before the last of his guests left. But he was 
up again at 5 o'ciock, and, after a hasty breakfast, 
was driven to the depot in time to catch the 6:30 ex. 


press for the city. There were no demonstrations 
at the depot, and, because of the early hour, there 
were few present to see him off. The little group 
that loitered in the depot raised their hats respect- 
my ye the Governor. with a silent salutation, passed 
to chair car at the end of the train.

Meetings—Washington, D. C., Selected as 
the Next Place of Assembly—Pen Pictures 


of Leading Lady Delegates. 


There were fewer delegates present at this morn- 
ing’s session of the Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rections than on any previous day. Promptly at 
9:80 o'clock President Letchworth called the dele- 
gates to order, and a brief prayer was offered by 
Rev. G. D. Power, rector of the Immaculate Con- 
ception. The regular order of business was changed. 
The proceedings consisted of the reading of reports 
and papers on the organization and management of 
Poor Houses, instead of reports and discussion on 
the provision for the chronic insane and idiots. 

Rev. Mr. Milligan, the honorary secretary, 
read an exhaustive report on the con- 
dition and system of alms houses in Mass 
achusetts, prepared by Mr. Sandborn of 
that State. Special reference was made to the 
Tewksbury JAims House, and the mar by 
Ben Butler when Governor, was d by the 
writer to have beeh for political purposes, as no- 
ted alms-house was then and always has been, in 
excellent condition. During the reading of the doc- 
ument a delegate rose to a point of order, dec 
that it was too long and presented nothing new. 
Another dejegate supported the objection, and 
claimed that the paper contained political allusions, 


which was entirely improper. 

On motion the fu reading of the Sandborne 
paper was dispensed with and it wasreferred to 
the Committee on Publication, with instructions to 
strike out the objectionable matter. When this 
slight breeze had blown’ over, Hon. H. H. Giles, 
chairman of the committee in charge of the subject 
in order of business, read an interesting paper, giv- 
ing excellent sug ons as to how poor-houses 
should be organized respecting the farm and build- 
ings, and also the manner in which they should be 
conducted. Sanitary measures and conditions were 
particularly urged. 

Mr. Greenshaw was so pleased with the sugges- 
tions in Mr. Giles’ ww that immediately after its 
reading he moved thatthe Printing Committee at 
once print copies for distribution. 
~The;motion gave rise to a lively discussion, there 
being no special fund todefray the expense of 
pinting anything but the proceedings. The motion

HON. LEVI L. BARBOUR

AGAINST THE BOB-TAIIS. 


Proposition to Form 4 Passengers’ 
League Against the Nuisance. 


How the Scheme Succeeded in Chicago—A 
Very Simple Remedy That Works Beauti- 
fully—A Bill for Relief Which Was
